in the District of Columbia, and de- 
eclares that it is his intention to 
make the national capital ‘‘a model 
for the country” in prey iee en- 
forcement. 

While the state . the 
White House was not -Pres-} 
ident. Hoover's name, it all the 
earmarks of having been prepared 
by him. The statement, follows: 


Senator Howell’s statement that 
the prohibition law is not being en-

The Président is glad the Senator 
has raised the question. He is con-

| with time and place, and if he will 
| lay any such information before 
| the Department of Justice the 

President will have the matter vig- 
| Orously investigated, for it is the 

intention not only to secure the 

fullest enforcement in the District

by law, but to make it a model in

| Denies He Was Attacking President. 


When President Hoover’s state- 
ment was read to him, Senator How- 
‘ell said he would not comment on 
it at the time, but wished to say 
that he had not intended any attack 
on the President in ‘his references to 
the prohibition situation in Washing- 
ton. 

He had no evidence, as to boot- 
legging, the Senator said, but it was 
common knowledge that the. capital 
‘was very ‘‘wet.’’

THE HAGUE, Sept. 22.—The 
crew, of the Italian steamship 
Dicciplina, stranded during a 
heavy gale Friday night south of 
the Hook of. Holland,.was saved 
today by a rescue \boat ‘from the 
Hook. Last night the life-savers’ 
boat tried in vain to come along- 
side, but the ship was in a diffi- 
cult position and the rescue crew, 
after a two-hour struggle, had to 
return, 

This morning the position of the 
ship had changed and, after hard 
work, the rescue boat came along- 
side. The captain was the last 
man to leave his ship, and he 
brought his papers and also a dog 
and cat. 

The captain said that when out- 
side the piers of the Hook his ship 
had become unmanageable in the 
storm. Soon she was stranded and 
the third hold and the engine room 
filled with water.

~Screeeaereed persons in Asto- 


ria Park and along the East River 
front near Hell Gate Bridgé late yes- 
terday afternoon witnessed a thriil- 
ing struggle between Patrolman 
Charles Saeger of the marine divi- 
sion and an ironworker who had es- 
caped from the Manhattan State 
Hospital for the Insane, on a narrow 
catwalk of the bridge 135 feet above 
the river’s surface. 

For nearly ten minutes the two 
men struggled on their narrow perch, 
swaying perilously. Watchers held 
their breath as time after time it 
seemed almost certain they would 
lose their balance and topple into the 
river. But Saeger subdued-his man, 
and with the aid of another ‘patrol- 
man secured him with a rope and 
lowered him to safety. 

The ironworker, James C. Bennett, 
was committed to the Manhattan 
State Hospital on Ward’s Island sev- 
eral months ago, suffering from the 
delusion that he was an inventor and 
that he was being persecuted by per- 
sons seeking to rob him of the fruits 
of his invention. 


Eludes Guards on Island. 


At 11 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when patients in the hospital were 
leaving chapel after the regular 
Sunday morning service, he man- 
aged to elude his guards. Hell Gate 
Bridge passes over part of Ward’s 
Island and one of the big stone piers 
of the structure is built on the is- 
land. Bennett reached this pier. 


For a mean not accustomed to 
climbing the ascent of the pier would 
have been almost impossible. ‘But 
it took Bennett only a few moments. 
With the aid of iron spikes driven 
into the stones. at intervals he 
climbed up oe meer hand and sat 
calmly atop the pier. 

He had been there. almost an hour 
when his. absénce from the hospital 
was discovered.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The 
House of Representatives, which has 
been in recess since soon after it 
passed the tariff bill, will reassem- 
ble tomorrow and take three. days’ 
recesses until Oct. 14, in the expec- 
tation that the Senate will have com- 
pleted the tariff legislation by - that: 
time. 

Indications are,» however, that the 
bill will not gét out of the Senate 
at least until Novembér, and perhaps 
later, unless some agreement 
reached by thé conservative leaders 
with the insurgent Republican bloc, 
which is now insisting upon a thor- 
ough discussion of the measure. as 
written by the Republican Finance 
Committee members. 

The chaotic situation in the Senate, 
the lack of control. by the Republi- 
can leaders, the latter say, ‘make it 
impossiblé to predict: with any dé 
gree of accuracy whén the bill wili 
be adopted by the Senate, and: what 
the character of the méasure ‘will be 
when it emerges. Soffié forecast that. 
it will be so modified as to be scarce- 
ly recognizable by its:framers. 

The disorganization’ now existing 
may thake it necessary for the regu: 
lars to make many concessions in 
order to prevent the’ defeat of any 
tariff revision. These concessions, 
in the opinion of some, will cause

such a prolonged and bitter fight in. 


the conference of representatives of 
both branches of Congress as to carry 
final action on tariff into the regular 
cession. 


More Concessions Necessary, 


The tariff will be shaped to a con- 
siderable extent in conference and 
‘the Old Guard leaders fear that un- 
‘less the fourteen farm bloc Senators 
are upheld in their demands for 
higher farm rates and reduced indus- 
trial duties, there will be no tariff 
bill.. The industrial States do not 
have efough votes to maintain their 
contentions for higher rates. 

The situation confronting the Re- 
publican’ party, facing a campaign 
for the élection of thirty-three Sena- 
tors, the entire membership of the 
House and thirty-three Governors 
next year, its leaders admit, is none 
too favorable as a result of the tariff 
controversy. 

Administration advisers are said to 

be somewhat concerned lest the 
party shoujd suffer severe losses in 
the Congressional elections, and thai 
this might be interpreted as a re- 
flection. upon the administration 
itself. . 
The Old Guard leadership in the 
Senate, whose program was to widen 
revision beyond the farm schedules 
and a few industrial commodities, 
has so far found itself routed in 
every open test made. It lost in the 
attempt to prevent the obtaining of 
income tax statistics of corporations, 
and also went down to defeat in the 
contest to retain-the ‘“‘milling in 
bond!’ 
of 51 to 18. 

This. was the most decisive battle 
the farm bloc has waged and it 
showed the strength of that faction. 
Eleven of the Républican members’ 
of the Finance Committee, were -in- 
cluded in the eighteen Senators mar- 
shaled by the so-called industrial 
group. .

Gale Expected to Usher in Autumn Today 
As Great Combers Lash Near-By Beaches 





Four days belated, the official 
Avitumn season catches up with the 
weather. early today upon the’ arrival 
of the autumnal equinox at 7:53 
o’clock this morning. Storm flags, 
broken out at the Weather Bureau 
tower last night, .warned that a 
northeast gale will probably accom- 
pany the season in. 

The light wind which blew during 
the day yesterday slowly increased 
in force after sunset and'a gale was 
tentatively predicted by the Weather 
Bureau early last evening. Aithough 
the wind over Manhattan at 9 o’cloek 
last night registered ontly ten miles 


an hour, Sandy Hook’ reported a 
twenty-mile-an-hour wind and a 
steady increase.

CRAIG ASKS $350,000 
AS FEE IN FARE SUN 


Puts In Claim, Which Walker 
Bluntly Rejects and Berry 
Terms Exorbitant. 











Sum One-third More Than Total 
for All Lawyers for I. R. T.— 
' Hughes Got $75,000. 


Charles.L. Craig, former Controller, 
has billed the city for $350,000 for 
his services as special counsel in the 
Interborough seven-cent fare case. 
His ‘formal ‘claim, covering the pe- 
riol from March ‘19, 1928, to Sept. 
12, 1929, has been filed with Con- 
‘troller Charles W. Berry. It. con- 
tained an offer to accept $280,000, a 
cut of 20 per,cent, if payment was 
made in thirty days. 

That the city will contest vigor- 
ously the payment of either sum was 
indicated in a letter sent to Mr. 
Craig on »Saturday by Controller 
Berry who described the fee as ‘‘ex- 
orbitant,’’ and asked the claimant to 
appear at a hearing in the Municipal 
Building at 16 ‘o'clock “Wédnesday 
morning to explain ‘why the. amount 
asked should be paid. 


Craig’s Bill Far the Largest. 


Mr. Craig’ s bill, by far the largest 
submitted by any of the lawyers on 
either side of the fare ‘litigation, was 
presented, it was learned yesterday, 
after Mayor Walker: had bluntly: re- 
fused: to. sanction a $250,000 fee sug- 
gested by the former Controller. It 
is understood that in. a somewhat 
; acrimonious discussion of ‘the fee 
Mayor Walker made it clear that the 
city’s victory in the fare case in the 
United States Sipreme Court was, 
in his opinion, due to the work of 
Samuel and Irwin Untermyer, special 
counsel for the Transit Commission, 
both of whom served without com- 
pensation. During’ the discussion, 
which took place several months ago, 
Mayor Walker is said to have sug- 
gested that a fee of. $50,000, or at 
most $75,000, would. be quite ade- 
quate, especially in view of the fact 
that Charles Evans Hughes, special 
counsel for the Interborough, charged 
the latter sum for his services.

PARIS, Sept. 22.—During trials 
held for the past two days off the, 
west coast of France the new 
French destroyer Verdun has 
beaten the world’s speed record, 
formerly held by another French 
destroyer, the Valmy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Harry 
F. Sinclair, the oil man, now serving 
a sentence in the District of Colum- 
bia jail, issued a statement today, 
declaring that his petition for clem- 
ency, denied by the President, was 
not based on. ill, health, but on the 
ground that he was imprisoned for 
doing something that was not pro- 
hibited by statute or rule of the 
courts. 

“T have been informed that the 
President has denied my application 
for the commutation of my sen- 
tence,’ the statement said. “I am 
not discouraged, because I am con- 
fident of findl vindication. 

“At ‘the outset, I wish to state as 
emphatically, as I can that I. did not 
apply for Executive clemency on. ac- 
count of :ill.health. My health is as 
good as could be expected, under the 
circumstances. The broadcasts in the 
press that my application was based 
on ill health were the invention of 
newspaper correspondents and ut- 
terly without foundation. 

‘The Attorney General implies that 
‘business interests’ were the basis of 
my application, The fact is that the 
principal ground for my application 
was that I was imprisoned for doing 
something that had not theretofore 
been prohibited, either ‘by statute or 
rule of the courts. 


Defends Jury Surveillance. 


“Observation of a jury only be- 
came contempt of court when I en- 
gaged in it. 

“T am imprisoned, not for having 
committed any crime defined by law, 
not for having violated any rule 
theretofore established by the court, 
but I caused a jury that was trying 
me for an alleged conspiracy against 
the government to be kept’ under 
surveillance. For this I was ad- 
judged in contempt. No member of 
the jury was approached by the op- 
trativea in my employ, nor were they 
molested. in any way, nor were they 
even conscious that they were being 
observed; and they so testified.

“I do not wish the two matters to

Proposes Licensing of Members of 
Associations Who Do Foreign 
or Interstate Commerce. 





Declaring that the Sherman anti- 
trust law had failed to-curb the ille- 
gal activities of huge business com- 
binations, Samuel Untermyer = last 
night urged that it be repealed and 
that broad powers of control over 
corporations and associations en- 
gaged in foreign and interstate com: 
merce be vested in the Federal Trade 
Commission. . 

Mr. Untermyer’s plea for repeal of 
the anti-trust law and similar re- 
strictive legislation was voiced in a 
radio address broadcast over the 
blue network from station WJZ dur- 
ing the Collier hour. He asserted 
that the Sherman’ act ‘had failed to 
accomplish: the ‘intended result be 
cause ‘of the powerléss state to which 
it had been reduced by acts of the 
judicial ‘and ‘executive branches of 
the Federal Government. 


Favors Trade Board Control. 


The best way to curb improper ac- 
tivities of “‘big business’ without im- 
pairing its legitimate functions, Mr. 
Untermyer declared, would be to give 
the Federal. Trade, Commission the 
broadest powers over’ business com- 
binations and to require them to ob- 
tain a license from the commission 
before engaging in either foreign or 
interstate commerce.

A denial is regarded 
as certain, paving the way for re- 
course to the Appellate Division. 

The trial of the pending seven-cent 
fare suits is set for Oct. 7.

Mr. Reid alse sharply criticized 
the -manner in which the: Mississippi 
flood control act is being carried out 
and urged the adoption of an amend- 
ment which he said would’ necessi- 
tate the abandonment of the ‘‘fuse- 
plug’ levees or the acquisition - by 
the government of the land and 
property ‘they would subject to floods. 

The conference proposed would 
discuss. a development plan. which 
would ‘‘secure united action by the 
Federal Government, the States and 
the local interests’ in the work of 
controlling floods. and developing |. 
waterways. es - 

Mr. Reid made the proposal in dis- 
cuaning the surveys of tributaries of 
the Mississippi under the flood con- 
trol act, and said that if public sen- 
timent favored such a conference he 
would join with others in calling it 
and taking part in. the deliberations. 

‘Until those surveys are completed 
and. the flood control problems on 
the tributaries and their effect: upon 
the main river are thoroughly con- 
sidered and fitted into a comprehen- 
sive and correlated program,’’ he 
said, ‘‘the solution o 
will not have been reached. 

“Congress should outline and au-

SEES ‘FIXERS’. IN COURTS 





Scores Walker and La Guardia— 
Says' Hughes Has Lost Right “to 
Speak With Voice of Conscience.” 





Assailing the Walker Administra- 
tion as a “‘rule of racketeering’’ and 
terming the Republican-fusion -pro- 
gram of. Representative La Guardia 
no better, Norman Thomas, Socialist 
candidate for Mayor, outlined yes- 
terday at the notification ceremonies 
of his party at Town Hall his de- 
mands for civic betterment of the 
city. 

Mr. Thomas charged that Mayor 
Walker had displayed an utter lack 
of a transit. program and that §in- 
stead of being a savior of the five- 
cent fare he had done everything 
he. could to block the successful fight 
in the Supreme Court. Mr. Thomas 
called for unification of all transit 
lines into a city-owned system with 
new lines financed. by: assessing a 
fair share of the:cost on the neigh- 
borhoods benefited. , 

He attributed the same lack of 
program to Mayor Walker on hous- 
ing and cited the need for ridding 
the city’ of its slums, avowed the 
necessity for. municipal housing. with 
dwellings: rented at: cost. He criti- 
cized the Walker Administration for 
the manner in which the courts were 
administered, charging that ‘‘fixers’’ 
demanding fees cluttered the courts. 
This fee system, he declared, was 
not confined to the courts but ex- 
tended throughout the City Govern- 
ment and through both major par- 
ties, so that if a citizen wanted any- 
thing he had to pay for it. 


Attacks Political Favors, 


‘Mr. Thomas went on to charge that 
underassessment of property was ob- 
tainable through political favoritism, 
and demanded a scientific assess- 
ment system and called for more eco- 
nomical expenditure of the city’s 
funds. In denouncing the Walker 
Administration on each of these 
counts he put the Republican-fusion 
program in the same class, and in 
passing assailed Charles Evans 
Hughes. He referred to Mr. Hughes’s 
endorsement of Representative La 
Guardia, and declared that Mr. 
Hughes had lost ‘‘the right to speak 
with the voice of conscience’’ be- 
cause of his connection with the 
I. R. T. in pressing its higher fare 
suit. 

Mr. Thomas prefaced his compar- 
ison of the Socialist program with 
those of the Democrats and the Re- 
publicans by asserting that’ while 
there were many evidences of pros- 
perity there were shocking contrasts 
of poverty. In presenting his call 
for a municipal housing program he 
recited ironically how ‘‘an enthusi- 
astic realtor’’ described a ‘‘darling 
apartment of fourteen rooms and six 
baths for $24,500 a year.’’ The mass 
of the people of the city, said Mr. 
Thomas, had family incomes of less 
than $2,500 a year, and it was for 


them that a housing program should 
be developed. ; 
Criticizes Housing Moves. 

‘Mayor Walker’s puny and superfi- 
cial plan for’housing, which for some 
years-he has trotted out annually 
for election purposes, has broken 
down by the admission of August 
Heckscher, who was, perhaps, the 
only sincere person who ever thou 
much of it,’’. Mr. Thomas said. ‘But 
the housing board plan endorsed by 
Major La Guardia has done little 
better. It has, indeed, helped such 
magnificent cooperative ventures as 
the Amal ated ee Workers’ 
houses, which .show what intelligence 
can do. It did not initiate these ven- 
tures, and of limited dividend com- 

anies which it was meant to stimu- 
ate only .two have. been started. 
Even if selfish capital would take a 
risk at the limited,6, per cent figure, 
apartments could not be provided at 
a rent which would eliminate slums. 
There is. no way out but: municipal 
housing under an expert commission, 
with houses rented at cost. The sav- 
ings of the difference between 6 per 
cent and the 4% r cent which a 

blic authority. like the Port Au- 
hority ae for money would go far

Mr. Thomas asserted that New 
York City was far behind other mu- 
nicipalitics of the country in parks 
and playgrounds and he called ‘for 
a permanent city. planning commis- 
sion and.a‘ long-range budget for 
municipal improvements to meet this 
situation. The budget, he said, should 
be ,elastic enough to allow for’ ex- 

ion of building activities in dull 
imes. 
Lack of. Transit Program. 

“In speeches in the past week,” he 
said, “I have pointed out Mayor 
Walker’s utter.lack of a transit pro- 
gram. Instead of being a savior of 
the-five-cent fare he did everything 
he. .could: by... the. appointment. ‘of 
Charles: L.- Craig as counsel in the 
fare case to impede the Untermyer 
fight for a five-cent fare. Major La 
Guardia has scarcely ‘been: more ex- 
plicit.

He 
charged that one district leader who 
had made his start ‘‘by discreet poi- 
soning of his rival’s horses in a cer- 
tair. business’’ and was ‘‘barely 
literate” had a Bight pala political 
office to. which he devoted only a 
few minutes a day, while underpaid 
clerks did the work. : 

““The motto equally of Tammany 
anc the Republican machine is, give 
nobody anything for nothing,’’ he 
said.

REFORM IN COLLECTIONS 





Debt Margin Put at $460,000,000— 
» Controller’s Policy on Park Pur- 
chase Called Great Economy. 





Credit for marked improvement in 
the administration of the city’s De- 
partment of Finance was claimed 
for Controller Charles W. Berry in 
a statement issued yesterday by the 
committee for the re-election of 
Walker-Berry-McKee, of which 
August Heckscher is chairman.

Position Called Splendid. 

“The city is in the splendid posi- 
tion of having provided in its tax 
budgets for every dollar of taxes 
heretofore levied which either have 
been canceled or are deemed ‘uncol- 
lectible.. In this respect the city of 


New York is an outstanding example | 


to every other city in the United 
States. 

“Property owners tor the first time 
in the city’s history are receiving 
their bills for taxes, assessments and 
water rents by. mail with self-ad- 
dressed return envelopes for the pay- 
ment of their obligations by check 
or money order. Installation of this 
system has done away with the ne- 
cessity for hundreds of thousands of 
busy men and women wasting hours 
of their time standing in line to pay 
their bills to the city. Each bill 
mailed to a property owner carries. 
printed instructions as to when, how 
and where bills are to be paid. 

“The consolidation of all‘ the city’s 
collection agencies—taxes, assess- 
ments, water rentals and city rev- 
enue—into one bureau of city collec- 
tions with borough branches makes 
it possible for property owners to 
pay their bills at one central point 
in each borough. 

“The collection offices in each bor- 

ough are equipped along the lines of 
a modern bank, the personnel select- 
ed with a view of giving the taxpayer 
the maxjmum in service and the en- 
tire environment changed from the 
procedure which served an earlier 
period to the efficiency demanded by 
present-day standards.

Reviews Story of Murder. 


Mr. Enright reviewed the known 
facts of the murder of Rothstein-on 
the night of Nov. 4, 1928.

‘In the case of a shooting in so 
public a place, with so many on the 
story and with so many easy clues, 
I, from my long experience, know 
that it would have been the easiest 
of cases to solve had the authorities 
wished to solve it,’? Mr. Enright de- 
clared. *‘If they were really unable 
to solve it, they are so grossly incom- 
petent as to merit instant removal.”’ 


Sees Getaway Aided. 


Mr. Enright declared that Biller, 
the missing witness, was interviewed 
by Detectives Daly and Flood soon 
after the shooting and let go. 

“It is known that for four days 
after the murder he was around the 
hotel and could have been appre- 
t nded,’”” Mr. Enright continued.

NAVY LAMP STAYS DRY 
SIX MONTHS IN WATER 


lt Will Be Exhibited at Safety 
Council’s Conference in Chi- © 


cago Starting Sept. 30.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—A model 
electric lamp which has been kept 
under water for six months without 
any moisture entering it is among 
the safety devices developed by the 
United States Navy wnich it will in- 
clude in its exhibit at the National 
Safety Council’s annual conference x 
at Chicago, Sept. 30 to Oct. 4. 

The lamp’s handle is of flexible 
rubber with a packing around the 
cord which shuts out water and pre- 
vents corrosion of metal parts. The 
rubber is also effective in keeping 
the lamp from breaking, as it has 
been thrown violently against walls 
and floors without cracking the light 
filaments. 

The navy’s display will include a 
working model of a submarine which 
is to be raised from the bottom of a 
glass tank by means of pontoons in 
the same manner that the navy sal- 
vaged the submarines S-51 and S-4. 
This model submarine is being built 
for the use of classes at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, where its diving 
school is maintained. 

An under-water demonstration of 
the navy’s cutting torch, which has 
been improved to the point that the 
metal can be cut almost as quickly 
in the water as on the surface, will 
be given by a diver wearing a deep- 
water diving outfit equipped with all 
the latest safety devices. 


SUSPECT SEIZED IN CHICAGO 


Alleged “Purple Gang’ Head Held 
as Detroit Kidnapper. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22 (®.—Seized on 
suspicion by Chicago. detectives and 
identified by his police record, Abe 
Rosenberg, alleged gunman, gang- 
ster and kidnapper, will be returned 
to Detroit in connection with the 
kidnapping there of David Cass, aged 
22, who disappeared July 25. 

No trace has been found of Cass, 
son of a wealthy Detroit rea] estate 
operator, police said. Rosenberg is 
the reputed head of the ‘Purple 
Gang’’ of Detroit, extortionists and 
nmen, according to officials, and 
was’ questioned in connection with 
the slaying of seven gangsters here 
St. Valentine’s Day. 


SOVIET SEIZURE REPORTED. 


Estonian Craft Is Said to Have Been 
Captured in Home Waters. 


BERLIN, Sept. 22 (*).—The Wolff 
Bureau published an Estonian Agency 
report from Reval today that a Rus- 
sian Soviet cutter had seized an 
Estonian fishing bark in Estonian 
waters.

MORE LIQUOR CROSSING 
THE DETROIT RIVER 


Conditions ‘Said to Have! Eased| 
Down—Dry Detectives Arrest- 


ing Bootleggers.

DETROIT, Sept. 22.—An investiga- 
tion is in progress here of conditions 
in the customs border patrol activi- 
ties, it has been leammed. Federal 
prohibition detectives are in Detroit 
making arresis of bootieggers. 

The customs border ‘patrol, after a 
short spurt of activity several months. 
ago, is said to have been letting 
more liquor get across from Ontario 
lately. In August almost as much 
came from Canada as in August, 
1928, just before twentythree mem- 
bers of the patrol were arrested for 
taking bribes and 90 per cent of the 
rest dismissed. 

The last seizure made by the patrol 
was a week ago yesterday, when a 
single rowboat with a deaif-and-dumb 
occupant was taken and efjeven cases 
of bee. were confiscated.

Acceptances at London Compared.

SILK DEMAND UNCURTAILED 





Increased Sales Show»Rayon Has 
Not Blighted This Textile,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Discus- 
sing ithe prospects for the future of 
the rayon industry, Dr. Julius Klein, 


Assistant Secretary of Commerce, in' 
a radio address delivered from sta-| 


tion WMAL tonight, declared that 
“though a record was established 
last year in-the domestic consump- 
tion ‘of rayon, this record will be 
surpassed during the present year, 
indicating that we have not yet 
reached the peak.”’

It is, therefore, the general 
belief of well-informed observers that 
the industry is still in its infancy 
and.that while the rate of growth 
may be somewhat less in future years 
than it is at present, rayon is bound

Dr. Klein said the qusation is often 
asked whether the tremendous growth 
jin the rayon industry had affected 
other branches of the textile in- 
dustry. 

Dr. Klein said that figures on cot- 
ton consumption in the United States 
indicate an increase during the past 
several years, but that it was prob- 
able this increase was. brought about 
largely through the increased use of 
cotton for industrial purposes. 
. ‘As to silk,’’ he continued, ‘‘we are 
in a silk era, principally because cf 
the prosperous condition of the coun- 
try during the past several years.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Amer- 
ican commerce with Latin America 
has grown from -$300,000,000 in 1900 | 
to over $2,000,000,000 at present, and | 
the United States has steadily forged 
ahead from third place to a position 
where it now buys and sells more 
goods in Latin America than Eng- 
land,,Germany and France combined, 
the Department of.Commerce de- 
elared today in answering the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Who is getting this trade?’

Mexico through the Mexican border

ports _ likewise risén from 6 per 
cent to 1P’per.cent. These trends are 
chiefly attrijytable to the fact that 
in 1913 the ‘disturbed conditions in 
| Mexico made fail shipments extreme- 
| ly difficult amd the tendency was to 
concentrate our export trade with 
Mexico at Tampico and Vera. Cruz. 
With the improvement in railway ser- 
vices and in oye! conditions, many 
commoditics have tended to move by

“On the other side, both Gulf ports 
and Mexican border districts have

Discussing ‘“‘new factors’’. in South 
American trade, Mr. Eder’s analysis 
continues, in part: 

“These changes may be explained 
by the tremendous growth of the 
manufacturing industries in - the 
Southern States, by the westward 
march of population in the United 
States and the development of the 
Pacific Coast region, and by the 
growth of the automobile and allied 
industries in Ohio and Michigan. 

“This movement of the manufac- 
turing industries of the United 
States, gradual though it is, is un- 
doubtedly the major reason for the 
decline in the share of our total ex- 
ports to Latin America passing

Such a service was 
arranged, but entreaties of those 
who feared the ceremony would in- 
flame further racial feeling and. re- 
ligious fanaticism prevailed, and at 
the eleventh hour the rabbinate de- 
cided to abandon the service. 

In the meantime the police and 
military had made all preparations 
to handle the situation, and at the 
hour set for the service airplanes 
droned over the city. 

Feeling is now so tense that Arab 
chauffeurs remove their ‘fezes when 
driving through Jewish*quarters: for 
fear of attack and Jews, rather than 
pass an Arab on a road, prefer to 
take circuitous routes. 

Holidays Cause for Fear. 


Little hope is felt that this bitter 
feeling will subside for some time 
to come, and as a matter of fact it 


is considered likely to be further in- 
flamed when the inquiry commission 
arrives. It is also feared that the 
Arab population again may become 
excited with the approach of three 
important Jewish holidays when, ac- 
cording to a century-old custom, the |

It was on the Day 
of Atonement last year that the dis- 
turbances first began at the Wailing 
Wall, when, upon the request of the 
Moslem Supreme Council, the gov- 
ernment forcibly removed, in the 
midst of prayers, a screen separating 
the men and women worshipers in 
accordance with orthodox ritual.

ON PALESTINE URGED 


Executives of American Jewish 
Congress Issue Call for 
Early Conference. 








WARBURG FAVORS DELAY 





Time Not Yet Ripe, He Declares—— 
Rabbi’ Wise Attacks Great 
Britain’s Arab Policy. 





The American Jewish Congress at 
a special conference of executives, 
members and delegates at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania yesterday afternoon 
directed its administrative committee 
to cause a national all-Jewish confer- 
ence to, be convened at the earliest 
possible date for the consideration of 
all problems arising out of the exist- 
ing situation in Palestine. 

The American Jewish Congress has 
already entered into correspondence 
with Felix Warburg of the Jewish 
Agency, suggesting that such a con- 
ference be called: by the latter or- 
ganization. In a reply, read at the 
meeting, Mr. Warburg expressed the 
opinion that the time was not ripe 
for such a conference, but the ad- 
ministrative committee was directed 
to continue negotiations with the 
Jewish Agency before considering 
any other plans. 

The conference, as outlined, would 
not only deal with the immediate 
need of the Jewish people in Pales- 


tine, but would consider all’. such 
measures as; might lead to the most. 
effective participation of American 
Jewry in the building of a Jewish 
national homeland in Palestine. 

The decision to call such a’ confer- 
ence followed a general] discussion of 
the Palestine situation in which Dr. 


Stephen S. Wise, honorary president 
of the congress, placed: responsibility 
for the recent outbreak directly in 
the lap of Great Britain. If Great 
Britain had held herself responsible 
for the actions of the Arabs such an 
incident could never have occurred, 
he asserted: 

‘‘The British Government in Pales- 
tine did not bear itself in such a 
manner for the Arabs to take it se- 
riously,”’ he said. “Had the British 
Government led the Arabs to under- 
stand that the Jews were not in 
Palestine to rob them, but to help 
them and to cooperate with them 
and if it had made them understand 
that they must dwell in peace with 
the Jewish people, the outbreak 
would have been impossible.’’ 

Had the Madison Square Garden 
protest meeting taken place a month 
before the outbreak it might have 
had some effect, Dr. Wise said, in 
urging that the national conference 
be held as soon as possible. 

Representative Nathan D. Perlman, 
chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, reported on the past activities 
of the congress in regard to the out- 
break and urged that individuals 
continue to make ‘‘public and fear- 
less statements of protest,’’ which, 
he explained, frequently had more

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WHITESIDE MURDER 
‘ LAID'TO BOOTLEGGERS 


Philadelphia. Police. Take -Up 
Theory That Gang Feared Artist 
Complained of Them.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22.—The 
suggestion that Frank Reed White- 
side, landscape artist, was murdered 
Thursday night by bootleggers who 
erroneously believed that he had 
complained to the police of their 
activities in his neighborhood was 
being investigated today as all other 
theories appeared to fail. 

The bootlegger theory has arisen 
from the population peculiarities of 
the district near Fifteenth and Lom- 


bard Streets and from the fact that 
Mr. Whiteside was often a visitor 
at the Twelfth and Pine Streets 
police station .for the purpose of 
regietering minor complaints. 

t is known to the police that boot- 
leggers have operated covertly in the 
neighborhood, and: that there were 
establishments in which quantities 
of liquor were kept.

Town Built on Two-Mile Street. 


BORGER, Texas, Sept. 22 (».— 
The tumult of special investigations 
and charges .of official conspiracy 
which has followed the assassination 
here a little more than a week ago 
of District Attorney John A. Holmes 
is merely an unus turbulent 
chapter in the brief history of Bor- 
ger, the most picturesque oil boom 
town in Téxas. 

Records show that since the town 


the city now has settled down to 
steady growth, depending largély 
upon . the. carbon black , industry, 
which now is maintaining a monthly 
payroll of $150,000 

In 1926, when oil ‘was discovered, 


gold moved to: Borger. The situation 
was turbulent and Texas Rangers 
were called in. For a time they made 
between 75. and 100 arrests daily. 

When drilling had been finished, 
the oil wells outlined a field about 
forty miles wide and sixty miles long. 
|J. A. Whittenburg, who had bought 
his land ‘for a few dollars an acre, 
owned the heart of the field and re- 
fused to sell land for buildings un- 
less he retained the mineral rights. 

As a result, the main street of Bor- 
ger, two miles long, runs between 
two lines of oil welis 330 feet apart, 
the distance specified by law. Little 
permanent building has been done 
away from the main street, 

The two-mile-lo town has been 
surrounded by carbon black plants 
which fill the. sky with dense black 
smoke as they burn residue for the 
black, Sixty-nine carbon black units 
are operated by ten companies in the 
Borger area and additional units are 
under construction. 

Smoke from the plants often hides 
the moon, while daylight hours al- 
most always are hazy. Most of the 
fetta. are of flimsy sheet iron or 
composition construction,

It is.a long time since before the 
war, and Victor -Herbert’s operetta 
“Sweethearts” belongs precisely to 
the year 1913, when only very wise 
or very wicked people could so much 
as imagine a real war, Ruritanias 
fetched down by Anthony Hope Haw- 
kins from William Shakespeare’s 
maritime Bohemia upon a whimsical 
hint from Robert Louis Stevenson 
were the happy. hunting ground of 
the stage romance that still put its 
trust in princes, dazzled lovely young 
eyes with the glitter of a crown or 
made: fair young heads lie uneasy 
with the golden weight of it. The 
particular “Ruritania of ‘‘Sweet- 
hearts’ was called Zilania and the 
scent ‘of the’ roses in the garden of 
romance of which it was a royal 
province clings still to the revival, 
though a very modern young woman 
with a becoming country-club hair- 
cut has been substituted for. Miss 
Christie .McDonald, .who .sang the 
leading part when Weber & Luescher 
first produced the piece for the en- 
tertainment of a town innocent of 
all the effects of: trench warfare 
upon manners, morals, .vocabulary 
and simple faith in human-kind. 
Inevitably you are aware of a great

Between now and November there 
will be plenty of time for Mr. La 
GUARDIA to develop the attack on 
the Tammany administration; in 
which he has already shown consid- 
erable aptitude. His speech accept- 
ing the Republican-fusion nomina- 
tion by no means left his edversary 
unscathed. His description of the 
Citizens Committee as a “ dumping 
ground” where constructive meas- 
ures were left to rust, his comment 
on police administration since Mc- 
LAUGHLIN, his references to. politi- 
cal favoritism, all were nicely aimed 
at weak points in the Mayor’s ar- 
mor. Nor was the speech without epi- 
grams. ‘“ Childhood cannot be pro- 
“tected by an arrow on a police 
“sign.” “You cannot move a fam- 
ily into a. blue-print”—a telling 
thrust against the failure of the 
Mayor’s housing efforts. But in the 
majn Mr. LA GUARDIA’s address was 
in the nature of a program ad- 
dressed to the sober thought of the 
community, and particularly to that 
“ better element ” in the Republican 
party to which General HARBORD, in 
his. introductory remarks, ‘made 
veiled reference. It was as if the 
candidate for Mayor had called the 
voters together in ‘an old-fashioned 
town meeting and said to them: 
“Here, gentlemen, is “my “under- 

“standing of the ee ae con- 
“ fronting us.” 

Reorganization he put in the fore- 
front of his program, daring, as 
have successive Governors -familiar 
with local affairs, to. call for.a re- 
form in county government; vesti- 
gial, we-'cful, invisible. Local auton- 
omy hc would preserve by accord- 
ing the Ecrough Presidents “ com- 
“plete jurisdiction over all purely 
“local matters.” Here he enters a 
field where controversy has ever 
been rife, though he joins with May- 
or WALKER in the belief that street 
cleaning activities should be consol- 
idated into one department. Mr. La 
GUARDIA cuts deeper still in his 
advocacy of better planning. He 
quotes with evident approval the 
program of the Regional Plan Com- 
mittee and the words of one who 
wrote that “the city must hence- 
“forth be built consciously, and not 
“merely grow at random with- 
“out plan or purpose.” Thoughtful 
men and women of all parties may 
well desire to write that legend over 
the portals of City Hall. 

The other outstanding municipal 
problem, transit relief, Mr. LA GUAR- 
DIA discusses at some length. His 
emphasis on unification, his prom- 
ise to bring the companies together 
into conference, his pledge of a non- 
political operating agency are all 
welcome, though one may wonder 
how he will manage to reconcile the 
improvement that he forecasts with 
his explicit adherence to the nthe som 
lican. undertaking to maintain the 
five-cent fare. Certainly he owe lai 
courage in advocating resort to lo- 
cal assessments to help finance new 
subways. That* is sound doctrine, 
but not popular. Reorganization, 
regional planning, improved transit 
—thesé ike words to conjure with.

achievements of the present ad- 
ministration, with due allowance for 
those tangible ‘and intangible fac- 
tors in human character and affairs 
which limit ability to translate 
promise into performance, 

“No one can read the La Guardia 
speech without seeing: that it comes 
from a man who has thought deeply 
and constructively about city af- 
fairs. He has now even convinced 
himself that a policy of party spoils 
will not do, and that the highest 
non-partisan ability obtainable is 


necessary. 


NAVAL AND OTHER REDUCTION. 

As each day brings a change in 
the outlook for naval reduction, it 
becomes plainer that there will be 
no hurricane reform. Even if Prime 
Minister MACDONALD and President 
HOOVER. come to a full accord—either 
before or after the former’s trip to 
the United States—everything will 
be .conditional. Without the ap- 
proval of the five-Power conference 
in January nothing final will be 
done. . Meanwhile, with . whatever 
hope and determination President 
HooveR presses toward the object 
he has at heart, its immediate at- 
tainment is out of the question. 
Particularly must doubt still cloud 
his main purpose, announced more 
than once, to secure not simply 
naval limitation, but naval reduction. 
No expert has yet shown how parity 
of the American fleet with the Brit- 
ish can be reached without a certain 
enlargement of our cruiser strength, 


ES instead of cutting down the building 


program. 

The great navy reductionist ap- 
peared at the Senate hearing on Sat- 
urday in the person of Mr. CHARLES 
M, ScHWAB. Answering queries 
about his own personal attitude and 
the policy of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, he declared that both were 
in favor of the smallest possible 
navy, and that he himself would like 
to see “an arrangement made by 
which all battleships should be sunk.” 
This is not a new position for Mr. 
ScHWAB. His company had to doa 
great deal in supplying ships and 
armor and guns and shells during 
the war, but.at present does not cara 
ever to do any more work of that 
character. The large opportunities 
of commerce and industry lie in 
peace. Both Mr. ScHWAB. and the 
president of the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation made it clear that they 
have no interest in promoting a 
large navy, and are ceasing to think 
of shipbuilding contracts as a really 
essential.or even important part of 
their business. 

Turning to the matter directly 
concerning the Senate committee, 
Mr. SCHWAB, like President GRACE, 
had known nothing whatever of 
the employment of Mr. SHEARER at 
Geneva or elsewhere. The engage- 
ment had been made by a subordi- 
nate in the company, whose superior 
officers believed it unwise and can- 
celed it as soon as it came to their 
knowledge. Thus the foundation is 
being laid by the Senate committee 
for a proper estimate of the abili- 
ties and functions of Mr. SHEARER. 
First the men who hired him are 
being interrogated. Why they did 
so, and what they thought of his 
services, the record is gradually 
showing. . When it is complete the 
time will have arrived for Mr. 
SHEARER to explain that he was the 
greatest: patriot at Geneva and the 
biggest naval expert ever known. 
His counsel asked that he be per- 
mitted to thunder in. the index at the 
Senate hearing, so that it will seem 
doubly hard for him to appear only 
in the appendix. -

The comment referred to was ut- 
tered almost unanimously by that 
great preponderance of American 
newspapers in which the Interna- 
tional owned’ no stock. These news- 
papers, understanding the para- 
mount necessity of keeping the 
well-springs of information free 
even from the taint of suspicion, 
naturally saw more than “ plain busi- 
ness” in the control of newspapers 
by a company owning public utili- 
ties franchises. They saw public dis- 
trust of the news columns of these 
particular papers which would grow 
into suspicion of all. They noted the 
effort of. the International to keep 
its purchases secret, and felt justly 
that this course proved the inherent 
ill judgment of the purchases. They 
sounded the alarm, in the public 
interest, against the practical appli- 
cation of an industrial theory that 

newspapers aré mere business enter- 
prises like chain grocery stores. 
Public opinion swiftly supported the 
warnings, and, in exact. proportion 
to the gravity of the “plain business 
involved,” the pressure proved suf- 
ficient to retire the International 
from the newspaper field. 


BACK TO TEMPERANCE. 
The members of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, hold- 
ing their international convention at 
Indianapolis, greeted a letter from 
President Hoover with loud and en- 
thusiastic applause. One would infer 
that they had scarcely heard it when 
read. For their resolutions are strong 
for enforcing the prohibition law, 
whereas Mr. HooveR sought to re- 
mind them that “too many people 
“ have come to rely wholly upon the 
“strong arm of the law to enforce 
“abstinence, forgetting that the 
“ cause of temperance has its strong 
“foundations in’ the conviction of 
“the individual of the personal value 
“to himself of temperance in all 
“ things.” 

This is, in a way, another sad re- 
minder of what prohibition has done 
to temperance. It has certainly re- 
laxed, if it has not in many places 
entirely suspended, the effort to 
prove the physical and economic and 
moral benefits of temperance, That 
was characteristic of the work of 
reformers for many years. And it 
had made undeniably great prog- 
ress. The old habits of drinking to 
excess had been radically modified 
through many influences. It had 
come.to, be. thought thoroughly “ bad 
form” for young men to get drunk. 
Athletics had made for temperance. 
Social customs lending themselves 
to abuse of alcohol had undergone 
marked improvement, as in the abo- 
lition of the once established round 
of calls on New Year’s Day, with 
copious intoxicants provided at each 
house. Moreover, large employers 
of labor, especially the railroads, 
had set up standards of sobriety for 
their men which were coming more 
and more to be accepted as not only 
respectable but necessary. 

How prohibition changed all this 
at one stroke is known to all. In 
place of education and persuasion it 
endeavored to set up compulsion. 
The hope was to effect an instant 
transformation of an entire people, 
instead of proceeding by the slow 
but intelligent processes of reform. 
The results are common knowledge. 
In some parts of the country there 
is more drinking, particularly by 
young men and women, than there 
was before prohibition. The law is 
openly flouted.: Good men and wo- 
men have left off trying to teach 
temperance and have given their 
time and money to the hopeless task 
of trying to enforce an unenforce- 
able law. This “strong arm of the 
law” has turned out to be a staff 
which breaks in the hand seeking 
to wield it. Such is the plain truth 
implied: in the President’s letter to 
the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union. It is, in effect, a reminder 
of what has been in this country, 
end throughout the world, the really 
most powerful force in behalf of 
temperance, and an appeal to return 
to it and to depend upon it more 
than upon vexing statutes which are 
almost universally disregarded.

Like -every other employer, the 
British taxpayer cannot help being 
pleased by such a display of energy 
on the job, Contrary to the general 
assumption, even taxpayers are 
human. Like farmers clamoring 
for relief, they will not always in- 
sist on results. The British public 
is fully as much pleased by--Labor 
hustle. after Mr. BALDWIN’s policy 
of wait-and-see as by the fruits of 
such hustle. It -is hard to. say 
which has caused more gratifica- 
tion—Mr. SNOWDEN’s bringing home 
the bacon in the form of a couple 
of million pounds annually or his 
bringing home an enemy scalp or 
two. Mr. HENDERSON .is credited in 
London with hastening allied evacu- 
ation on the Rhine; but such a move 
was everywhere accepted as bound 
to follow automatically on the ac- 
ceptance of the Young Plan. 

A London cartoon shows Mr. J. 
H. THOMAS, in the beginning re- 
garded as the strongest man in the 
Cabinet, coming back to London 
and ruefully finding the British 
middle-class public eye pre-empted 
by no less than three other col- 
leagues. Is the remarkable out- 
burst of activity under MAcDon- 
ALD to be explained in part by the 
spirit of emulation among the Min- 
isters? That involves no personal 
discredit and spells good for the 
State. But it must be something 
more than that. The MacDonald 


Cabinet didn’t simply happen to be 


on its toes when the whistle. sound- 
ed, There is a calculated—and legi- 
timate—strategy behind’ the speed 
and snap with which the govern- 
ment has been doing things, of 
which the objective is the enhanced 
prestige of the Labor party. The 
Young: Plan could have been set 
into motion without the Snowden 
manner. The evacuation of the 
Rhine could have been hastened un- 
der any British Foreign. Secretary. 
Arrangements for selling British 
coal to Canadian railroads could have 
been made without Mr. THOMAS’s 
personal salesmanship. But it does 
not hurt Great Britain, and it helps 
the British Labor party, if a good 
bit of drama is injected into the 
record. 


MR. HOOVER’S SILENTIARY. 


Mr. SMooT’s declaration in the 
Senate that he had never said to 
or heard from Mr. HOOVER a word 
about the tariff bill was accepted 
by. men of. good-will as a revelation 
of such perfect delicacy and non- 
interference between Executive and 
Legislative as hardly could be ex- 
pected, save in an ideal common- 
wealth. Now, thanks to the irrev- 
erent curiosity of Senator HARRISON, 
we know by whose counsel this 
policy of Presidential silence was 
initiated and will be maintained 
“On many occasions,” says Senator 
WATSON, “I have said to the Presi- 
“dent: ‘I think you ought to keep 
“*out of this tariff controversy 
“while it is pending in the Senate 
“*of the United States.’” 

To quote against this authorita- 
tive statement the denial which Mr. 
HOovER felt it necessary to make of 
certain notions about the tariff Mr. 
WaTSON had attributed to him is 
irrelevant. Mr. WATSON’S memory 
of particular opinions expressed by 
others or himself may sometimes be 
uncertain. If his recollection refers 
to a frequentative speech or action, 
that should be confirmation strong 
enough. The puerile gibe that when 
Mr. WATSON is in the White House 
Mr. Hoover doesn’t get a chance to 
say anything may be tossed into 
the limbo of threadbare jests. We 
know from Mr. Smoot that the 
President's lips are locked, so far 
as tariff-making is concerned. It 
is an-inevitable inference that Mr. 
WATSON’S repeated admonitions have 
caused this mutism. 

Mr. Hoover is a. strong-willed 
man. Not without struggle does he 
yield to that persuasive voice and 
compelling intellect. “So far as I 
“have any influence on the Presi- 
“dent of the United States,” his 
Silentiary cries, “ he will not engage 
in this controversy.” Can there 
be any doubt that this influence 
will. be .as. potent in the White 
House as it is in the Senate Cham- 


_| ber? Even on the dullest imagina- 


tion the picture of the conflict be- 
tween the leader of the Republican 
party in the nation and the leader 
of such Republicans as will follow 
him in the Senate must be enthrall- 
ing. There is Mr. Hoover, still sub- 


ject, apparently, to rebellious vellei- 


ties. of utterance on the forbidden 
theme. There is the vigilant -Wat- 
SON, radiating all his ascendant pow- 
er to keep the spell of dum bness 
unbroken.

How ..to reconcile this sort of.su- 
per-conciliation with the Governor’s 
original plans for the economic. de- 
velopment of the islands is not clear. 
He explains that.the movement. in 
the United States to restrict the im- 
ports of Philippine sugar is likely 
to be followed by proposals to ex- 
clude other Philippine products. . If 
the new policy isto be consistently 
followed, the Governor will then have 


to suggest that Filipino; producers 


of the offending goods shall also cut 
down their production. 

Obviously, this sort of economic 
defeatism, if accepted and practiced 
by the Filipinos, would prevent the 
development of any article in the 
islands which a sufficiently power- 
ful group in the United States did 
not wish to see produced in large 
quantities. Already the three prin- 
cipal Philippine crops, sugar, cocoa- 
nuts and by-products, and tobacco, 
are under fire. If their development 
is to be determined by American 
opposition rather than by the best 
interests of the Filipino people, the 
economic future of the Philippines 
is dark. 

Nor is the policy alleviated by the 
sound suggestion that greater diver- 
sification of crops would benefit the 
Filipino farmers. Governor DAVIS 
pointed out that the Filipinos do not 
produce enough food to meet their 
needs, and that they import rice, 
dairy products and wheat. It needs 
only a scant acquaintance with 
tropical agriculture to know: that 
wheat cannot be profitably grown in 
the Philippines and that milch cat- 
tle survive only with greatest diffi- 
culty. Of the important food prod- 
ucts, rice alone can and should be 
grown in larger quantities at home. 
During the six years of his Gover- 
norship of the islands the late Gen- 
eral Woop carried on a consistent 
campaign to stimulate an interest in 
raising more rice. He met with a 
large measure of success. In 1922, 
the year he took over active control, 
the output of rice was 43,790,500 
cavans, whereas in 1927, the year 
he died, it had risen to 49,791,700 
cavans. Imports of rice fell from 
$2,300,000 in 1922 to $1,000,000 in 
1927. 

_The best interests of the Philip- 
pines would be served by encourag- 
ing as wide a diversification of crops 
as is possible and economically prof- 
itable. But any attempts to curtail 
production, whether by legislation of 
the American Congress, or by re- 
strictions placed by the Philippine 
Legislature, or by compliance with 
the advice of the Governor General, 
can only be harmful to Philippine 
interests.

In. the 
course of a tour of Brooklyn’s park 
system NatHaNn Straus Jr., president 
of the Park Association, remarked 
that ‘‘there is not a city in the world 
that makes so little use of its water- 
front .for recreational uses as Brook- 
lyn.”? It is an added reason why the 
recreational. facilities of this fine 
tract of over a thousand acres should 
be enlarged. 

Prospect Park was the pride of 
Brooklyn .eyen before consolidation, 
but the population of the borough 
expanded more rapidly than its park 
areas. Congestion and real estate 
values have now reached the point 
where it is difficult to acquire new 
sites. Some months.ago the Regional 
Plan Committee published compara- 
ble figures for the year 1925 showing 
the:population per acre of park to be 
as follows: Manhattan 1,130, Brook- 
lyn 864, Queens 504, Richmond 369, 
Bronx 212. 

Recently large additional purchases 
have been made in Queens and Rich- 
mond. bBrooklyn’s main retourse 
must be in developing existing facili- 
ties, with possibly added relief from 
the adjoining borough of Queens. 
That parks yield a financial.as well 
asa social return is evidenced by 
the fact that whéreas the’ book value 
of Prospect Park is only $7,000,000 
its assessed value today, according 
to Mr. Straus, is $64,000,000.

Violent. shock has 
sometimes been 
by . known to cure where 

* Snake-Fright. medical treatment 

had failed. A sudden 
fright is the traditional prescription 
for hiccoughs. Airplane. rides with 
hair-raising loops and ‘drops -have 
been known to cure deafness. Hope- 
less paralytics ‘have been known to 
leap from their beds when a sudden 
fire threatened, their lives. 

Utilizing this principle, physicians 
of Guayaquil loosed a- nine-foot-long 
boa constrictor in the paralytic ward 
of the Civil Hospital. ~ Terrified ' by 
the monster, several patients, forgot 
their ailments, rushed from their 
cots to doors and ‘windows and 
fought each other.in their frantic at- 
tempts to escape. Those who were 
unable to leave their beds were 
hastily reassured by attendants that 
the snake was really quite harmless. 

By this means: it was discovered 
that some of the patients had been 
shamming. Others, really mental 
cases, were definitely cured ‘by realiz- 
ing that they actually could move 
arms and legs. 

The success of the snake-fright 
cure may tempt ‘authorities to ac- 
quire the big snake as regular hos- 
pital equipment. But since such 
cures are often -not. lasting, and the 
discomfort for the. incurable must be 
acute, it is not likely that many hos- 
pitals will adopt pet boa constrictors.

Some years ago I visited: Vantine’s 
shop to purchase a lampshade. The 
one that appealed to me was of 
Chinese manufacture, made of silk, 
fringed and with characteristic ‘Chi- 
nese embroidery, It was a work of 
art. But in compliance with the legal 
requirement it’ had been marked in 
a ‘‘conspicuous’’ place by pasting a 
label with “Mate in China” on the 
outside. 

I called the salesman’s attention to 
this marking of the article. Being a 
very small label, he attempted to re- 
move it, as I was an assured pur- 
chaser and had been duly advised of 
its origin. In doing so he smudged 
the fabric and. I: instantly objected 
that it was a damaged article. It 
was conceded, and the price, for. that 
reason, was reduced by one-third. If 
Congress is aiming to destroy a mar- 
ket, let it at least be consistent and 
destroy the marketable value of the 
merchandise by ‘“‘branding’’ it with 
a hot iron in a “‘conspicuous”’ place.

sets up the most powerful bureau- 
cracy imaginable. In the hands of 
an unscrupulous or narrow minded 
President it is.liable to the gravest 
abuse. The'cost formula has now 
been abandoned as unworkable, The 
new proposal frankly leaves it to the 
discretion of the President to deter- 
mine ‘‘competitive conditions.’ 
Taxation should be definite and 
certain, so that the taxpayer knows 
where he stands and can plan his 
business accordingly. But under any 
flexible tariff..the bureaucrats in 
Washington’ may change his tariff 
rate at any time, and ‘thus keep*him 
on a -hdt griddle of perpetual uncer- 
tainty. That is not taking the tariff 
out of politics. It is plunging it into 
the worst ‘kind of back-stairs, hiddén 
politics. Instead of being progressive, 
it is the worst form of reaction, ’.

Points to Ontario’s Policy. 


“T am fully convinced that the 
public should ‘handle the production 
of hydroelectric’ power and possibly 
its transmission, but that distribu- 
tion may. well be ‘put in the hands of 
private enterprise under contract to 
insure the ‘lowest possible rates to 
consumers. 

“The: Canadian Province of On- 
tario handles its ‘hydroelectric devel- 
opménts ‘somewhat in this fashion, 
owning - the- production and trans- 
mission facilities; while the actual 
distribution is. in’ the hands of the 
municipalities’ and sometimes of the 
counties. . It is, all public ownership, 
however.

“Under the original thecry, a pub- 
lic ,service corporation desiring to 
operate in a given territory would 
go: to the Public Service Commission 
and ask. for approval of the project, 
the: idea. being that the commission 
would protect the company from 
‘wild-cat’ competition and guarantee 
a reasonable return on the invested 
capital by ‘allowing such rates as 
would net- such a return. 

“That was perfectly right and 

proper,-for the company in turn 
pine to give the consumers in its 
territory the benefit of such econo- 
mies and improvements as might be 
brought about in the service, by re- 
kducing rates accordingly. 

“What has happened, however, 
generally speaking, is that the capi- 
talization of the big public utility 
enterprises does not by any means 
represent the actual money invested 
in the properties. As a matter. of 
fact, the actual money investment is 
& comparatively small part of the 
capitalization. 

“Nevertheless, the corporations 
still claim the right to receive a rea- 
sonable return on their total capi- 
talizations, which include in almost 
every instance great quantities of 
watered stock representing no actual 
cash investment.

He Will Admit Confession That 
He Killed Wife, but Plead 
She Drove Him Mad. 








TO ‘CALL FORTY WITNESSES 





State Expected to Rest After Cross- 
Examination of Slayer’s 
Mother-in-Law.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Sept. .22. 
—Two versions of the killing of 
Decrothy Heinzelman ‘Peacox, alike in 
important respects but differing in 
details, may be presented to the jury 
tomorrow when the first-degree 
murder trial of her 21-year-old hus- 


band, Earl Peacox, reopens before 
Supreme Court Justice Tompkins. 

One- version—the one which Dis- 
trict Attorney Frank Hi. Coyne is 
counting on_to convince the jury of 
married ‘men that the killing was 
premeditated—is contained in the 
three signed statements Peacox made 
after his artest last April. They will 
b: read to the jury in the morning. 
Afterward the State is expected’ 
rest its case. 

The defénse is expected to open its 
case immediately by calling the de- 
fendant to the stand to relate his 
story. | Peacox, according to his 
counsel, Sydney Syme, will not 
repudiate his confession. He will 
admit that he killed his wife last 
April 21 when she referred slight- 
ingly to her former home at 32 Edi- 
son Avenue, Mount Vernon, as “the 
same old dump.” He will admit 
also that five days later he drenched 
her body in kerosene and burned it 
in a thicket off the Ardsley Road 
near Greenburg. 

But Peacox, who has been prepar- 
ing for his appearance on the stand 
by making notes on the testimony of 
the State’s chief witnesses,- will try 
to convince the jury that he killed 
in self-defensé whilé temporarily de- 
ranged. He: will seek to accomplish 
this, it was said, by telling of the 
jealousy aroused: in him by” his ‘al- 
legedly flirtatious wife, and empha- 
sizing points which ‘were treated 
superficially in his three confessions. 
Particularly, he will seek: to impress 
the jurors that he ‘‘didn’t mean to 
kill,’ and that he was ‘panic- 
stricken” when he realized he had. 

The trial is now entering its second 
week. Only eighteen witnesses have 
testified for the State, which is ex- 
pected to conclude its case soon after 
cross-examination of Mrs. Adelaide 
Heinzelman, mother of the girl whom 
Peacox married and killed on their 
first wedding anniversary. 

The defense has subpoenaed forty 

witnesses and is preparing to. present 
expert testimony to the effect that 
Peacox had been driven temporarily 
mad by his.wife’s indiscretions and 
that he was not accountable for aia 
acts at the time of the killing. 
Syme estimated that it. would inka 
at least a week to put in his case. 
The State is then expected to call 
alienists in rebuttal of the.insanity 
defense and observers estimated that 
it would be nearly two weeks before 
Peacox will know his fate.

Players Work With a Will and 
Newcomers Try Hard to Clinch 
Varsity Berths.

EASTON, Pa., Sept. 22.—If there is 
any football coach in the East who 
thinks that he faces a discouraging 

outlook he is invited by. Herbert Mc- 
Cracken to come to Lafayette and 
realize how fortunate he is. From 
this geographical slant the outlook is 
dark enough to make a coach pack 
his bag and take the first train out 
of town. 

McCracken, however, isn’t the kind 
of a coach who yields to the vicissi- 
tudes of fortune. One need only look 
at the clean-cut, square-jawed young 
Lafayette mentor to realize that. 
Nor does he tell the world, and least 
of all his team, about his troubles. 

The situation was far from rosy 
when his squad reported to him in 
1926, and when the season ended the 
records showed Lafayette to be. one 
of the few unbeaten teams in the 
country. McCracken and ‘his first 
lieutenant, Cullen Gourley, are facing 
an even darker prospect. this season 
with the same indefatigable spirit 


that was characteristic of that éleven 
of three years ago. 


Heavy Toll Was Taken. 


Here, briefly, is the toll that has 
been taken of the 1928 Lafayette 
team, which was centred largely 


around the men who, as sophomores, 
made the 1926 eleven the great outfit 
it was: of the twenty-five men who 
won their letters,. nineteen have de- 
parted and of the six who are left 
only two were regulars last year. 
Twelve of the twenty-five were backs, 
and only one of the twelve is on the 
scene ain, Woodfin, at fullback. 
Captain herwood, at end, is the only 
reguiar left in the line. 

McCracken had resigned himself to 
the departure of his seniors, but he 
was not prepared for. the additional 
casualties that were suffered in the 
classrooms, where a number of his 
best prospects for. 1929, includin 
three promising backs on the 19 
freshman team, were thrown. irre- 
parably for a loss, As a consequence 
he has had to fall back almost entire- 
ly on third, fourth and fifth: string 
members of last year’s squad, with a 
handful of sophomores thrown. in. 

With a group of such inexperi- 
enced candidates to work with, the 
coaches have had no alternative but 
to build from the ground up‘and give 
their men more work than any squad 
has assimilated here in years. From 
the time that practice started at 
Saylorsburg, Pa., there has- been 
hardly a day that a scrimmage has 
not been called for. 

In spite of all this hard work, in 
which _ fundamentals have been 
drilled into them over and over 
again, the men have come through 
so far with hardly an injury, and that 
has been a source of great comfort 
to the coaches. Moreover, the squad 
has shown a splendid spirit in stand- 
ing up under the punishing grind, 
and the whole-heartedness with 
which the men: have thrown them- 
elves into the work..and the savage- 
ness with which they are scrimmag- 
ing is the happiest cif to be 
found here. Men who football 
as hard as they are tlyins at La- 
fayette are not likely to be soft 
marks for any team, regardless of 
how little football they know right 
now. 


Where Task Is Hardest. 


It is in the three pivotal positions— 
centre, quarterback and fullback~ 
that Lafayette has been hardest hit. 
Woodfin is the caly fullback of 
varsity timber, and for his under- 
study McCracken is preg Etter, 
who was a fourth- ting man last 
year, and.

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Although the 
Bank of England still clings to the 
5% per cent discount rate established 
last February, the London money 
market looks expectantly every week 
for a rise in the rate. Opinion is 
growing rapidly that the Bank should 
no longer delay in taking the one 
step which, in the view of most 
bankers, would correct the adverse 
position of the exchanges and end 
the export of gold. 

No doubt seems to be entertained 
in the foreign exchange market that 
rates would move substantially in 
favor of London if the bank rate 
were raised to 6% per cent. On the 
other hand, some question is raised 
as to whether such a favorable move-

cent. This was. unexpected by the 
market, and the effect on security 
prices was bad. 

Since last Monday the tendency 
has been irregular and business 
much more slack. Dearer call money 
at New York and continued fear of 
a higher London discount rate have 
caused hesitation. Financial circles 
ascribe the tighter money market to 
seasonal requirements for credit, 
particularly this year, when the har- 
vests are exceptionally abundant, 
wheat in particular. But the magni- 
tude of direct tax collections is also 
beginning to cause some of the 
banks to withdraw their balances. 

Since the treasury cannot immedi- 
ately employ the revenue thus col- 
lected, it is deposited with the Bank 
of France, and thus the money pre- 
viously utilized by vrivate banks for 
their own money market investments 
has disappeared. It is this shortage 
which incites private banks to call 
on foreign balances, particularly at 
London, These withdrawals are keep- 
ing the sterling rate around the gold 
import point, and on Wednesday

The reaching of 6, 000, 000 francs 
in the country’s import surplus on 
foreign trade account during the 
seven first months of 1929 continues 
to cause comment. The tendency to 
an import excess is not expect to 
change in coming months and the 
import balance for the calendar year 
is now estimated as high as twelve 
billion. 

Comparison with the average pre- 
war import surplus indicates that, in 
spite of t the depression in the franc 
and the universal rise in gold prices, 
the 1929 deficit will be relatively 
heavier than that of pre-war years. 
There is, nevertheless, an estimated 
credit balance on all payments with 
foreign countries, but the balance 
cannot yet be utilized in long loans 
abroad. Placing of foreign loans in 
Paris is particularly difficult, first, 
because of the high fiscal taxes; sec- 
ond, because such issues require 
sanction of the Financial Ministry. 
Reform in this matter has been con- 
stantly demanded and the question 
will probably come up next month 
when the bucget estimates for 1930 
are discussed in the Chamber.

ENGINE REPAIR RECORD.

UNITE TO STOP ACCIDENTS. 


300,000 Workers Are Enrolled in 
State Prevention Campaign. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 22 (®).—Three 
hundred thousand workers in 1,440 
industrial plants of the State have 
united in a drive against preventable 
accidents, through the accident pre- 
vention campaign sponsored by Asso- 
ciated Industries of New York State, 
Inc. 

This enrolment, according to Max- 
well S.. Wheeler, president of the or- 
ganization, marks a peak in coopera- 
tive effort along these lines in New 
York. Last year 1,020 firms, with 


about 250,000 workers, competed for 
the trophies offered in the campaign. 

The present drive opened with the 
first working day in September and 
will continue until the close of the 
last working day in November. Cham- 
bers of commerce, manufacttrers’ as- 
sociations and various trade organ- 
izations have joined in the campaign, 
direction of which was placed in the 
hands of a general committee com- 
posed of representatives ef the va- 
rious cooperating organizations, with 
Frank E. Redmond, edueational di- 
rector of Associated Industries, as 
chairman. 

Competing firms will report weekly 
to this committee the number of ac- 
cidents in their plants, weekly stand- 
ings being based on the percentage 
of labor hours lost compared with the 
total number of hours worked.

BUILDERS SEEK CUT 
IN INSURANCE RATES 


Demand for Reduction Follows 
Saturday Holiday and Wage 
Scale Increase. 








HAZARD SEEN AS REDUCED 





Survey Shows Highest Rate of Acci- 
dents Occurred Among Workers 
en Saturday Forenoon. 





Owing to the Saturday holiday and 
the increased wage scale in the build- 
ing trades, contractors plan to de- 
mand lower rates for compensation |: 
and contractors’ liability insurance, 
according to Allen E. Beals in the 
current Dow Service Daily Building 
Reports. 

Charles L. Eidlitz, chairman of the 
Structural Steel Board of Trade, Inc., 
has announced the result of an in- 
vestigation undertaken in behalf of 
the city’s leading structural steel 
erectors, in which he shows that, 
prior to Aug. 24, Saturday forenoon 
was responsible for more accidents 
than any, other half-day over a. pe- 
riod of eighteen months. 

“Our records for the eighteen 
months prior to June 30, 1929, show 
a total of 2,490 accidents on the work 
of our members,’”’ said Mr. Eidlitz. 
‘‘Dividing this number into half-days, 
we count 226 accidents per half-day. 
The number occurring on Saturday 
forenoons, however, was 250; an in- 
crease on Saturday half-days of 10.05 
per cent over the half-day average 
during the. period. 

“In talking with a prominent rep- 
resentative of organized labor the 
other day, I asked him how he ac- 
counted for the increased accident 
factor on Saturday forenoon, and his 
reply was interesting, at least, for 
he said: ‘The men are tired. They 
have been working all week and their 
minds do not function as quickly as 
they should.’ 

“Tf this is the answer, and I doubt 
it, the facts in the structural steel 
industry speak for themselves, and 
if this great element of risk has been 
eliminated by the introduction of the 
Saturday half-day and an increase in 
wages to take care of the otherwise 
lost compensation for Saturday fore- 
noons, we, as well. as others in the 
building trades, felt that our insur- 
ance rates should be adjusted down- 
ward accordingly, particularly when 
we are able to prove that, although 
the four Saturday morning hours!

Plasterers Lead Here at $1.92'/2 
an Hoar—Five-Day-Week Move- 


ment Reported Growing.

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—According to 
statistics and data compiled by Ed- 
ward M. Craig, executive secretary 
of the Building Construction Employ- 
ers’ Association of Chicago, New 
York is the banner city for high wage 
rates for building workers this year. 
The plasterers there lead with the 
scale of $1.92%4 an hour and following 
them come the bricklayers with 
$1.87%4 an hour. The New York iron 
workers rank third with a rate of 
$1.75 an hour. 
Mr. Craig reports that $1.62% 
hour is the rate paid for the same 
class of mechanics in many of. the 
other cities in the country.
